Congress is proving the truth of 
the old maxim that those who marry 
in haste repent at leisure. F'or if is in 
the process of divorcing itself from 
some of its previous im portant ac­ 
tions. 
The trouble is, of course, th a t the 
previous actions were ill-considered, 
and in some instances apparently not 
considered at all. The reason is that 
Congress is moving so swiftly on na­ 
tional defense bills. Unless constitu­ 
en ts demand that their legislators 
move a little more slowly and study 
things more carefully, then 
Wash 
ington may begin to look like a n ­ 
oth e r Reno or Las Vegas. 
For example, Senate and Houri 
passed a navy expansion bill. There

tw een the two branches of Congress 
and the bill was sent to “ conference” 
fo r compromise. 
The conferees took their agree­ 
m ent back to Senate and House, and 
both branches accepted it. 
Thre< 
weeks later it was discovered that 
the conferee*’ agreem ent included a 
provision 
perm itting the Secretary 
of the Navy with the President’* ap­ 
proval to take over private property. 
to “com m andeer” . 
In a Socialistic or Communistic na­ 
tion that would be all right, 
but 
when the conferees on this bill found 
ou t what they had done they took 
immediate steps to repeal th a t com­ 
mandeering proviso. So another biil 
is on the way through Congress tak ­ 
ing that power away from the gov­ 
ernm ent.

Another sample of ill-considered 
action is contained in the conscrip­ 
tion and National Guard bills. Thus* ■ 
m easures were subjected to lengthy 
hearings before Senate and Hour* 
committees.

By Game Commission 
While the changes in migratory 
bird hunting regulations were few. 
the executive secretary of the Texas 
Game, Fish and O yster Commission 
is warning sportsm en to become fa­ 
miliar with the new' regulations and 
not to get them confused. 
The greatest confusion is likely 
to come from the shooting hours on 
ducks and doves. 
Under the new 
federal regulations, with which T ex­ 
as laws conform, duck hunting may 
now start at sunrise and must end at 
4 
I* M. 
Dove hunters 
can 
start 
shooting at sunrise, but must quit 
at sunset. 
Too. there is only one duck sea 
son in Texas, it opening at sunrise 
Nov. 2 and ending at 4 I3. M. Dec. 
II, but there are two dove seasons 
and some special regulations.

dove season will be from Sept. I to 
Oct. 31 in the counties of Yoakum, 
Terry.
